Reports of Sale to United States 
Premature—Cheap to Us at Any 
Price. 

THE NEW ASSOCIATED PROSS-A 
LONDON, Sept 11.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch]! Dispatches from Copenhagen 
assert that negotiations for the sale 
of the Danish West Indies to the 
United States have been completed. 


These reports, like s many which have 
proceeded them, are premature. The 


\islands have not been purchased by 


the Washington government, and no 
formal agreement has been reached 
respecting the terms. Capenhagen re. 
ports, while premature, are well founded 
in one respect. The United States 
government can buy these islands at 
a reasonable price if it wishes to do 
so, and it cannot play dog in the 
manger when Germany is ready to 
take them and establish coaling and 
naval stations in the West Indies, as 
it has in the Red Sea, where it has 
secured islands coveted by Russia for 
a long time. 

The Danish islands will be cheap at 
any price, if the occupation of them 
will forestall raising the Monroe doc- 
trine in its most aggressive form. There 
are two harbors, St. John and 8t. 
Thomas, which are perfectly defensi- 
ble and command lines of communi- 
cation between Europe and the inter- 
oceanic canal. These are the best sites 
for a West Indian naval station not 
already in possession of England and 
America.

The vital point in « 
cases is to secure sufficient evidence to 
establish that the acts of an absent 
party directly led up to and brought 
about the crime. In case Miss Gold- 
man was prosecuted as an absent par- 
ticipant in the Assault, this would be 
under the laws of New York State, 
and she would have to be extradited 
from Illinois. At present, however, 
there has been no step toward extradi- 
tion, and it does not appear to be un- 
der consideration, 

The Buffalo police have not yet con- 
cluded the local investigation of the 
case. They are not only working out 
the details of every movement made 
by Leon Czoigoss, but one after an- 
other they are examinng the local an- 
archists. The investigation which Su- 
perintendent Bull is meking is as far- 
reaching and complete as possibile. 
Czolgosz is still in the police lock-up, 
but 1323 will be removed soon to 
the Erie County, Jalil. 

The Matement that there is conflict 
between the State and eral au- 
thorities for the possession of 
Czolgosz is absolutely without founda- 
tion.

2, as the signal flag of the oyster 
commissioners is raised above the gov- 
ernment boat, fleets of oyster boats 
and hundreds of fishermen will begin 
work on the beds of oysters on the 
eastern and western shores of the 
Delaware.

TUCSON (Arts.) Sept. 9.—{Regular

position at the head of the Univer- 
sity of Arizona. The action was the 
more remarkable from the fact that, 
at a meeting held in May, attended.

Regents of the University has received 
information in relation to your lap- 
guage and conduct toward certain e- 
male instructors of the university, 
which, in the judgment of the ‘ 
renders your longer continuance at the 
head of the faculty of that institution 
undesirable and quite impracticable. 
Your resignation is therefore re- 
quested.” 

August 29 Parker replied, by letter, 
and at length. He told that hie work 
with the university had been not merely 
a source of livelihood, but had been 
“a work in which one is conscious, ev- 
ery day, of doi something to build 
up man into a higher. nobler evidence 
of the Creator's handiwork, assisting 
thus to advance the civilization of the 
work.” He denied the charges as pre- 
posterous and declined to tender the 
resignation dem ; removal 
followed, under authority of the act 
governing the unfversity, wherein the 
regents are empoweréd to remove any 


cer or ! when, in their judg- 
—— it je for the good of the insti- 
tution. 


Perhaps the greatest wonder of the 
local population concerns the action of 
the regents in May. For several years 
it has been apparent that President 
Parker was far from being the man for 
the position he occupied. His adminis- 
tration was weak, whatever his educa- 
tional qualifications may have been. 
He had repeatedly been charged with 
the exhibition of a childish jealousy 
concerning the rising members of his 
faculty, and particularly was his ani- 
mus keen against Prof. H. Yale Adams, 
who has been selected by the regents 
to temporarily succeed him. It was 
claimed that he was bitter and narrow 
in his sectarianism, and thus an — 
ed faculty and students. But ail t 
features were matters of common dis- 
cussion last „ Specificaliy, the 
charges are the habitual use of lewd 
expressions to and in the presence of 
the female instructors. To the chancel- 
lor, in July. he ie said to have admit- 
ted imprudenee. t with innocence 
of lewd purpose. e now nounces 
his intention of seeking vindication 
through the courts. 

Parker came to Tucson from Pasa- 
dena, where he had been a member of 
the faculty of Throop Institute. His 
main indorser was Bishop Newman of 
the Methodist urch. His employ- 
ment was by the then Governor, M. H. 
McCord, and by ex-Gov. L. C. Hughes 
of Tucson, then chancellor of the uni- 
versity. Hughes terms his friend's dis- 
miseal an act of “outrageous injustice,” 
and the breaking of a solemn contract, 
and avers that it was done at the 
mandate of Gov. Murphy. The regents 
in return state that they acted inde- 
pendently, and wholly in the interest of 
the good of the university. 

Dr. Parker has applied to the District 
Court for a mandate commanding the 
regents to rescind their action, and to 
replace him in office. The application 
also seeks to prevent Prof. Adams from 
exercising the functions of president. 
The case will probably wait for the reg- 
ular term.

OUR LEGION OFHONOR 


i. F. J. Archibald in the Overland Monthly. ] 
An English peer will raise his 
hat to the wearer of the coveted 


Victoria Cross, and throughout the en- 
tire British empire it would be difficult 


to find a man, woman or child who did 


not know what that medal signified. 
Even the bit of purple or blue ribbon on 
the fatigue tunic means as much to the 
passerby as the shoulder-knot of a 
major-general. Unfortunately, the gen- 
eral American public is not sufficiently 
informed upon the sebject of our own 
national heroes to ine the ribbon 
or decoration when they see it. We are 
rubbing elbows each day with men 
who have faced death in battle with 
foreign foes and native savages, men 
who have played parts of thrilling in- 
t in the life on the great plains of 
the frontier. We applaud the pretended 
hero of the drama and forget the hero 
of real life. There are a number of 
medal-of-honor men on duty on the Pa- 
cific Coast today whose actions have 
won them recognition of a nation. 
They wear 4 little bronze bauble on 


their coats, but that little bit of brenee+ 


has been dearly t by heroic action 
in battle. The list of heroes knows no 
rank or color. 

For several years after the Indian 
campaigns had closed the opportunity 
of winning a medal of honor was very 
slight, a until the Spanish yar broke 
out there were only a few of them 
conferred after the Civil War list was 
completed. Even during the Spanien 
conflict there were very few issued I 
sat in the Army and Navy Club in 
Washington one day after the war, and 
discussed the evests of the Cuban cam- 
paign with a British officer.

The nearest approach to the Amer- 
ican decoration is the Victoria Cross of 
England, a simple bronze cross pendant 
from a purple or blue ribbon for the 
army and navy respectively. Upon the 
cross are the simple words “For 
Valour.” The feature of the Victoria 
Cross that is most commendable to us 
in connection with our medal of honor 
is the use of the initials of the order 
after the name,” as: “Private John 
Burns, V. C.“ The use of the letters 
give the distinction to the name at all 
times, and should be adopted in the 
case of our decoration. 

The Legion of Honor of this count 
is almost as old as the nation itself, 
although it has gone through several 
changes. 

In 1782 Gen. Washington founded the 
original American Order of Merit, but 
at that time the badge worn was & 
narrow strip of white braid worn on 
the left arm. In 1862 Congress perpet- 
uated the order by having dies sink 
and medals struck off to be conferred 
when deserved. The Medal of Honor 
consists of a simple of bronze, 
hung from a bar and shield. The ribbon 
has been changed since the Civil War, 
and is now a design of silk one inch 
wide and one inch long; the center 
stripe is of white one-sixteenth of an 
inch wide, flanked on either side by a 
stripe of blue seven-thirty-seconds of 
an inch wide, bordered by two stripes 
of red, each one-quarter of an inch 
wide. 

In civilian dress the Medal of Honor 
man may wear a smal! bow knot of rib- 
bon of the same design. 

Gen. Shafter won his Medal of Honor 
at the battle of Fair Oaks, on May 31, 
1962, while he was a first lieutenant of 
the Seventh Michigan Infantry. He 
was in command of a pleneer corps and 
acted with most distinguished gal- 
lantry throughout the action. Those 
are the words of the official report, but 
behind that there is a story of how 
this young Michigan lieutenant fought 
throughout the entire day, although 
severely wounded. As a boy he showed 
the same courage, determination and 
wonderful grit which I saw him show 
in our war with Spain. I shall always 
admire the spirit of Gen. Shafter, who 
heard, while on a sick bed, that Gen. 
Miles had arrived and was coming to 
his headquarters. He kicked aside doc- 
tors and medicine, called for his boots 
and horse, met the commanding gen- 
eral, and rode all day with him along 
the trenches. It took more good solid 
nerve to conquer that sickness and pain 
than it would to face a hundred guns, 
but on that day 1 thought as I saw 
him, a sick man, ride away, that the 
general had the same sort of stuff in 
him that the lleutenant did when he 
ought through the bloody fields of 
Fair Oaks, although severely wounded. 


Col. Oliver D. Green is Another of 


the officers living In San Francisco who 
won the coveted ze on the fields of 
the great Civil ar. It was at the 
battle of Antietam, September 17, 1862, 
that the chance came for Col. Green 
to secure for himself a place on the na- 
tion’s roll of heroes. He was on the 
staff of the commander of the Sixth 
Army Corps, and his daring work on 
that eventful day brought recognition. 

About two and one-half million men 
fought for their country on the Union 
side during the great struggle of "61-6. 
and of this great number only 2009 of 
these decorations of honor were is- 
sued. Of this number, eighty-six were 
issued to one regiment. 

Just before the battle of Gettysburg 
when Lees forees were invading 
Pennsylvania, the 
Maine Infantry was at 
Heights, Virginia, preparatory to de- 
ing sent home: to be mustered out. 
President Lincoln requested this regi- 
ment to remain in service a short 
time longer until the result of the 
battle be known. 

To reward the men who volunteered 
this ‘extra field service and who stood 
ready to return to the field should 
their services be needed, the President 
decided to give each of them a Medal 
of Honor, as they had volunteered for 
duty other than that which they were 
required to perform. Owing to some 
mistake every man in the regiment re- 
ceived a medal when he was mustered 
out, and tn this manner 560 men who 
had no right to it received the highest 
Honor of the nation. The unfortunate 
part of the whole incident is that the 
records do not show the names of 
those who volunteered, to remain, and 
those who went home at an hour when 
the country needed their services. 

Gen. John B. Babcock, the Adjutant- 
General of this department, and whose 
office is in the army headquarters in 
the Phelan building, won his medal at 
Neb., on May 16, 1869. 
Col. beock was then merely a first 
lieutenant of the Fifth Cavalry. and 
Was out scouting when his force was 
attacked by a much larger force of 
Indians. e Indians outnumbered 
Lieut. Babcock'’s followers six to one, 
but he advanced just the same, and 
took a position on a bit of high ground, 
where he dismounted his troop and 
fought until he was relieved by the ap- 
pearance of the main body of cavalry. 
All through ive wltnougb he 
cautioned his men to keep cover, Lieut. 
Babcock remained mounted, until fin- 
ally his horse was killed under him. 

Col. Marion P. Maus, whoisnow In- 
spector-General of this department, 
was one of those brave men who faced 
the terrors of the deserts and moun- 
tains of New Mexico in the daring 
pursuit and final capture of Geronimo 
and Natchez, the hostile Apaches, 
whose cruel raids spread terror among 
the settlers of that portion of the 
Southwest in the early eighties. Dur- 
ing an ection against the fdllowers of 
these noted chieftains on January 11, 
1886, Col. Maus so distinguished him- 
self as to receive the highest recogni- 
tion from Congress. He was then a 
first lieutenant of the First Infantry, 
the same regiment that was ste 
at the Presidio at the outset of hos- 
tilities with Spain. 


his medal of honor in an Indian fight. 
Gen. Long wes t a second lieuten- 
ant of the Fifth Infantry. and was 
acting as aide-de-camp to the colonel 
commanding the expedition. The com- 
mand was in action at Wounded Knee 
Creek, 8. D. A party of Indians was 
concealed in a ravine, and Gen. Long 
volunteered to lead an attacking party 
to dislodge them. It is the perform- 
ance of a duty like this that gives 
great value to the I. as it was 
won by an act entirely aside from the 
line duty. 

I have given the records of several 
general cers, and others of high 
rank who wear the Medal of Honor 
in this department, but in each case 
hey won the coveted honor many 
years ago. One of the latest additions 
to the list is Private Dennis Bell, H 
Troop, Tenth United States Cavalry. 
one of the colored regiments that 
fought so gallantly under Gen. Young 
during the Santiago campaign. Con- 

shows no distinction in bestow- 
ng the highest decoration. There 
no color, no position, no rank but that 
may receive it if the opportunity is 
offered and grasped. 

Capt. William R. Parnell, ge re- 
tired, makes his home in San Fran- 
cisco, and is also one of those who 
wear the medal. At White Bird 
Cafion, Idaho, June 17. 1877, while first 
lieutenant of the First Cavalry. he 
saved the life of a trooper. The troop 
was retreating through a cafion pur- 
sued by a large force of Indians, and 
while crossing a marsh, a trooper’s 
horse was killed and the rider left in 
the swamp. Lieut. Parnell returned 
in the face of a very heavy fire «from 
the Indians, and rescued him. The 
loss of his troop in the fight was ex- 
ceptionally heavy. There were four- 
teen killed and one wounded, out of 
fifty men.

He is such an invisible person 
that his importance is underestimated, 
but, nevertheless, he plays an impor- 
tant part in the daily life of all who 
try to keep up with the march of 
events. 

In this, as in other cities, the news- 
paper does not directly control the 
city circulation of the daily. Instead, 
outside parties bulld up paper routes 
or lease theth; and keep them supplied 
with copies of the paper, getting the 
same at a sufficient reduction to se- 
cure a profit. These route owners hire 
boys to cary papers for them, and it is 
to them that the boy who is ambitious 
to go to work as a carrier must apply. 
These carriers are of two kinds; either 
foot carriers, or those who furnish a 
horse and cart for the longer and more 
distant routes. The former carry from 
80 to 300 copies daily, getting for that 
service from 8 to $10 a month; the 
others take from 100 to 600, and re- 
ceive an average wage of $14 a month, 

may seem small pay for the 
amount of work done, but the carrier 
can finish before his usual daily work, 
@ decided advantage for those going 
to school or work! in stores. 

The first thing thecarrier does on 
arriving at The Times office is to ga 
down to the press-room for his “or- 
ders,” written on slips containing the 
changes in the route which have taken 
place the day oreviocus. ©. tale are 
the new subscribers, the “stops” and 
the misses, to which his attention 
should be called.

Times. Here, on a file near the press, 
he finds a slip bearing his employer's 
name, and the date at the top, and 
below a list of that employer's carriers, 
opposite each rovte being the number 
ot papers it requires for that particu- 
lar morning. For instance, let us sup- 
pose that this boy is working for a 
man named Jones, and that the num- 
ber of his route is l7a—each route in 
the city having a special number. He 
turns over the slips belonging to Brown, 
Smith and Robinson. let us say, and 
then finds one marked Jones. Looki 
down this, he comes to route Fa, a 
finds, opposite, the number, 216, as the 
case may be. He now goes to the man 
who watches over this department and 
shouts in his ear, loud enough at least 
to be heard above the roar of the 
presses, the number he requires. Out of 
a loose bunch man takes fifteen 
papers and gives to the carrier, after 
which the boy at the press puts in his 
arms four bundles of fifty each, fresh 
from the machine. press, as it 
throws out the printed sheets, 

out each fiftieth copy a couple of inches 
beyond the others, so counting becames 
a quick and easy task. The carrier now 
takes his bundle to a convenient bench, 
recounts his papers to avoid mistakes, 
puts them in his bag or between 
straps, and starts on his route. 

In order to prevent confusion each 
route owner has a definite time for get- 
ting out Kis papers each day, and this 
order is changed three times a week, 
in justice to all concerned. For i- 
stance, Jones may be given his pa 
first of all the route owners on - 
days and Tuesdays. On Wednesdays 
and Thursda however, he comes 
midway in the list, and on the remain- 
ing two days in the week he will eo 
ably not be given his papers until the 
others have had theirs. The same ar- 
rangement holds good on Sundays. 

Sunday is held in awe by the carrier 
on acount of the extra work which 
the big Sunday edition entails, as it 
comes in several parts, which he is 
required to place together, or “stuff” 
them, as he calle it.

Thus it is by the 
freights carried that the company is 
able to make successful announcements 
to the shareholders each year. It must 
be remembered also that the Japanese 
steamers plying between Japan and 
European or American ports have to 
combat a very serious disadvantage. 
This is that nearly the whole of the ex- 
port trade of Japan is in the hands 
of foreigners, who naturally have a 
leaning toward the employment of their 
own nation’s vessels. Thus the British 
and German steamers benefit from an 
increased Japanese trade rather than 
the Japanese steamers themselves. 

The government pays the Nippon Yu- 
sen Kaisha large subsidies on its vari- 
ous lines, but it also demands many 
terms as to the size of the boats, their 
apeed and so on. These subsidies have 
not been wasted when it is considered 
that the sixty-nine steamers and sal 
ing vessels, aggregating 68,996 tons and 
valued at 7,726,000 yen, owned by the 
company in 1886, have developed into 
sixty-seven steamers of 204,713 tons, 
valued at 20,934,000 yen. The regular 
services of the company now cover 
nearly 50,000 leagues, as compared with 
9400 leagues in 1886.
